No 2-12/76-LDT — Animal feeds and fodder accounts 
for 60% to 70% of the cost of production of nil animal 
products like milk, at, eggs etc. Deficiencies, both quantita- 
tive and qualitative m character have been the major Impedi- 
ment in the availabilitv of products of animal origin at 
economic prices to the consumer. 

The needs, therefore, for accelerated development of feed 
and fodder resources, and the question of utilisation of non- 
conventional feeds, agricultural mdustrial and forest by pro- 
ducts, has been engaging the attention of the government for 
quite sometime. There is also a need to solve the problems 
of conservation of the conventional, as well as unconven- 
tional feeds and of their effective utilisation, by application 
of the results of scientific research in the country. Although 
standards have been evolved for various fe^s and feed 
ingredients by the Indian Standards Institute, their application 
is not obligatory. 

At present, there is no agency to coordinate the policies 
and programmes for production, development procurement 
pricing and marketing of animal feeds, feed ingredients and 
fodder As such, it Is felt that there is a need to set up an 
'Animal Feed Board* at the national level, which initially 
would be advisory in character The board will be respon- 
sible to advise Government on all matters concerned with 
feed & fodder.
